That a sewerage system should be constructed in 
the Bast End, which will properly take care of the! 
prvaedt and future needs ol that section, no ono 
wil^dcny, tor, from the Linu'stone bridf^o east 
l^ere art: many parts of the city tliat have no sew- 
f ers at all, and where the pipes have been laid, they 
I are .barely large enough to lake eare of present 
i needs mueli b's.s the inercascd dcniantl.s which must 
necessarily be made upon them, as that section 
builds up and increases in population. 

Not only should such a system be constnioted, 
but that, Hooiier or later, it will have to be done 
needs no argument, and certainly any sewerage 
v.stcni, that will properly take care of the needs of 
he Kas; Mod, must contemplate the laying' of a 
sewer pipe along Second street, practically from 
the Limestone bridge to the car barn. 

If, therefore Second street is paved before the 
sewer .system is installed, it will, in a short time, 
become necessary to tear up the pavement to lay 
the pipes, which will cost a great deal more than 
if they were laid in aihancc of the pavement, and 
such pj'ocedure, makiny; patch work'of the surface 
of the street, will >;reatly impair its durability and 
add to the eosl of maintenance. 

Let it lie understood that we are not op|»osin!,' 
the brick streets, for it is tpiite well known that 
we have always favored them, as we favor every 
undertaking for the improvement and progress of 
^aysville. but wo are unalteral)Iy oi>i)osed to the 
tearing it up to install a sewerage system, which is

Thomas Jefferson and 
"TlM Girl Widow" 



lit' was a lean, Irfrklcd, sandy- 
haired lawyer and planter. She 
was known aa "the girl widow." 
Anil she was not only pifftv, Imt 
had au enormously rich father. 

Be was Thomas JeHersoU' one 
day fo become author of the De- 
claration, President of the United 
States, Fatlier of Deinoeracy. Slie 
was Martha Skeltou, daughter of 
Connaellor John Wayles and di\v- 

. ow of Bathurst Skelton. Wlieii 
they met she was twenty-one and 
Jefferson was twenty-iiz. That 
was in 1770. 

Jefferson, like Washington, 
"had ever an eye for a (ine wom- 
an." As a young man lie was i'or- 
evpr falling in love aiid out of it 
again. For example, he proposed 
to Susan Burwell, a Williamsburg. 
Va., beauty, wiioin he always 
spoke of as ■'iJeliiida." He asked 
her to be hjs wife and coupled liis 
proposal with the remark that he 
was in no great hurry to marry. 
l)Ut that he would lie f^lad to wed 
SuHan on iiis return from au in- 
definitely long trip to Kurope She 
angrily rejected this luke-warm 
avowal and soon afterward mar- 
ried iiiiotlier man. 

A Musical Wooing 
It was while his oft-haltered 
heart was healing from this wound 
that Jefferson met Martha Skel- 
ton. Theirs was no whirlwind 
courtship. The wooing lasted two 
years, from 1770 to 1772. He had 
plenty of rivals, for Martha was 

wonderfully attractive, nor did 
her father's wealth lessen her 
charm. 

But .Tefferson had one great ad- 
vantage over all other suitors. He 
was musical. They weic not. .\iid 
Mi's. SkeltoM was inusi<iil-mad. 
She liad a tine voice and played 
divinely on the spinet (the 
pifiuo's harplike |)arent), and she 
cared little for people who could 
not pi'odiice melody. .leU'eisoii liad 
a magniliuent voice, and he played 
the violin better than could any 
other man in Virginia. It was a 
ninsical wooing. 

Here is a story told in Vii ;,'iiiia : 
Two men who were courting Mrs. 
Skelton met by chance in front of 
her home one (lay. Kadi had come 
thither to ask her to mai'ry him 
As they nionntcd the stej>s of the 
house they beafd tire strains of 
music threugh the open drawing 
room window. 

.letfeison anil .Mrs. Skelton were 
singing a duet, accompanying 
themselves on the spinet and the 
violin. The two callers listened 
for a few moments, ihcii ylaneed 
at each other in sudden niider- 
standiug, turned around and with- 
out a word walked away. They 
Silid afterward they had realized 
till n and (here that none but ac- 
knowledged lovers could sing to- 
gether in such matchless sympa- 
thetic harmony. Jefferson and 
Mrs. Skelton began the year 1772 
auspiciously by marryinjj on N'ew 
Year's Day. They were married 



at the house of Martha's father. 
Jefferson, in his delight over the 

occasion, spent money left and 
right. He gave the clergyman a 
big fee. overpaid the musicians, 
tipped the servants and — ran out 
of money before the festivities 
were half oxer and had to borrow 
hack a fee he had given the clergy- 
man. 

Then the bride and groom set 
out in a traveling coach for Jeffer- 
son "s .').()( lO iic re .Montieelli) plaiita- 
t4on. The weather was bitter cold 
and a snowstorm was raging. The 
snow at last grew ,so deep that the 
conch broke down. .Tefferson and 
.Martha tinished the journey on 
horseback. They reached Monti- 
cello at dead of night, worn out 
and half frozen. 

Of Jill the planlat ion's fifty-two 
iie^rro slaves not one was present 
to welcome them. Not expecting 
their master to retufv until the 
ih .\t day all the .servants had re- 
tired to theii- cabins for the iiiKht. 
The hifj house was deserted, tire- 
less and without lights. It was a 
gloomy homecoming, the m«»5g so 
since the famished couple could 
liiiil no food and were forced to 
make their hoiisewarmins feast on 
a half bottle of stale wine that 
Jefferson discovered behind a row 
of books in hi.s library. 

Vet the union s<» cheerlessly be- 
gun was destined to Iw vciy hap- 
py. About a year later Martha's 
father obligingly died, leaving his 
huge fortune to his daughter. For 
fen years the .FefTcr.sons lived to- 
gether in ideal content, mutually 
devoted. Then, in 1782, at the 
close of the Revolution. Martha 
died - loiiir liefoi'e her liii.sltaiid 
reached the pinnacle of his world- 
greatness, but perhaps not to soon 
to forsee something of the wonder- 
ful future that Inv ahead of him.

Maple and honey are the sweet- 
est sweets we have aa well as the 

most wholesome when they are as 
pure as Nature intended them to 
be. Honey is honey as long as it 
remains in the comb but when it 

i.s extracted there is always a ])os- 
sibility that some adulterant lias 
been added. Sometimes comb 
honey has a heavy body aud again 
it is quite thin, but this in no Avay 
affects its <|ualit\-. The (litferenct 
in thickness is caused by the sea- 
son when it is made; very wet 
weather modifies the nectar of th 
flowers, and how can the bees helji 
that 1 

There is a \ariety of »'<dorK ni 
honey, too, clover gives tin 
whitest and sweetest but buck 
wheat, raspberry and golden rod 
and aster blomiis all ha\'e line 
flavors, so why insist on while 
nessf 

Insist, rather, on purity and re- 
fuse to buy honey from cans. K.x. 
traeted honey is often sold so. by 
pint or quart, and if the pure food 
label is not on the original con- 
tainer be very sure the bees had 
but a small i)art in its maiiul'ac- 
tiire. 

After having secured real 
"farm" honey keep It in a dry 

place — honey absorbs moisture. In 
a damp cellar tiie deiieate 
wliitecaps liecoiiif dark and \vater 
giithers on them and finally the 
sweet turns sour and is ruined. 
Wherever salt will remain dry is 
a good place to store it, a kitchen 
ciiplioard or a garret is .safe and 
suitable. If it candies, put it in 
a dish or pan and heat it. The 
wax will rise to the top when if 
is cold as^aiii and may be lilted olV 
and the liavor of the honey will 
be like the fresh article. But there 
are worse things than candied 
lion* y. young folks always like it 

best so. 

Honey cakes :--One pint heated 
honey, comb and all, one cup 
sugar, one-half eup butter, a little 
initiiieg and a piiieh of salt. Ri at 
yolks (d' twM eggs and mix with 
above, add flour to permit rolling 
and bake quickly. 

If you have maple syrup re- 
maining from last m'.isoii use it 
as soon as possible; unlike honey, 
it will not keep indefinitely, but 
sours from too much heat. Majdc 
sugar never spoils if kept dry. 

Maple custard pie is a good me- 
dium to U.SC it in: — Break or graft 
on^-half pou'nd maple sugar or use 
one pint of mai>lc syrup and mix 
it ivitli the _M)li< (d' three eggs ain' 
beat it until light. l>is.solve om 
tablespoon of corn-starch iu col 
water and add it to one cup of 
milk, season with lemon juice am 
cook until the mixture thiekeii.s 
stirring all the time. I'our iiif' 
baked pastry shells aud finish witi 
the whites of the eggs beaten and 

sweetened for the meringue.
